It con- 
taips data obtained from answers to 
a questionnaire sent to these cities 
and checked by other information 
and by figures from the reports of 
United States department 
of com- 
merce bulletin on "Financial Statis- 
tics of Cities" for 1915. 
The report was prepared by a com- 
mittee 
of

National Municipal 
League, 
the 
chairman being Clyde 
Li auuu Kliiy 
01 the Uiuversilj oJ 
Pennsylvania. It is one of the most 
authoritative reports on public mar- 
kets issued in the United States.

plant valued at $5,161,600.

The committee gives figures as to 


the increase in attendance in a num- 
ter of markets ' and shows that this 
has been brought about by a num- 
ber of factors — the greater freshness 
and better condition of the market 
produce and the reduction of prices. 
In regard to prices the committee re- 
ported: 
"But two cities reported that con- 
sumers pay more because of the pub- 
lic markets (Huntmgton and Savan- 
riah).
